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Abstract: List of the butterflies of Mardin Province (South East Turkey) ( Lepidoptera, 
Papilionoidea, Hesperioidea). Cent. ent. Stud., Misc. Pap. 96: 1-7. 

This paper deals with the synonymic list of the butterflies recorded in the Province Mardin so far. Totally, 81 
species are listed. Original references, and infonnation on provincial distributions are given to each species. 
Besides, larval foodplants are also mentioned for some species. 
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Within the frame of the studies on the Lepidoptera of Turkey, carried out by the authors, list of the butterflies of the 
Province of Mardin has been prepared, by using the infonnation of databank of the CESA. Totally 81 species are reported with the 
information of the synonymous specific names, authors, date of publications, original references to each species. To each species, 
provincial distributional infonnation are added. For this purpose, standard codes of the Turkish provinces are used. Separately, 
information on the larval food plants are also attached to certain species. The nomenclaturally unavailable names are marked with the 
symbol “#”. Mardin Lepidoptera fauna has been planned to study by the authors in 2006, as a project of CESA.
